THE PARTY NOMINEES. 


Sketches of the Chosen Standard Bearer* 


of the Republican Party. 


William McKinley, the nominee for pres- 


ident, was born at Niles, O., Jan. 34, 1813, 
of Scotch-Irish parentago,bcing the seventh 
child of William aiid Nuncy McKinley. As 
the schoolf'of Nilos wore then inferior the 
McKinleys moved to Poland, that tho chil- 
dren might have educational advantages. 
There young William attended an acad- 
emy, 
pursued a law course, performed 


many of the duties of postmaster, taught 
school, and found work for his hands to 
do at all times. It was at this time that 
he joined tho Methodist church, of which 
he is still a consistent member. 


McKinley left Poland when 17 to attend 


the Allegheny college, but soon returned 
home on account of illness, and subse- 
quently taught school. He went from the 
schoolmaster's desk into the army, enlist- 
ing in Company E of the Twenty-third 
Ohio regiment in June, 1861. He quickly 
rose from the ranks by distinguished 
bravery, and after serving in the various 
grades he was, in 1865, 'brevetted major, 
being mustered out of the service in July 
of that year. 


Beturningto Poland, he began the study 


of law, and in 1867 was admitted to the bar, 
beginning practice in Canton. Two years 
later he was elected prosecuting attorney, 
and in 1876 was first elected to congress, 
and represented the district for fourteen 
years, but was beaten in 1890, owing to a 
change in the district which made it 
Democratic. In the following fall he was 
elected governor of Ohio, and two years 
later was re-elected by a barge majority. 


In 1871 Major McKinley married Miss 


Ada Saxton. She has long been an inva- 
lid and the object of his constant atten- 
tion and devotion. 


Major McKinley is 5 feet 8 inches in 


height, weighs 180 pounds, is of dark com- 
plexion, and has black hair tinged with 
gray. He is extremely temperate, but 
smokes. His fortune is estimated at $20,- 
000 and that of his wife at $100,000. The 
McKinley'shave no living children. 


The nominee for vice president, Garrett 


A. Hobart, was born in Long Branch, N. 
J., in 1844, and graduated from Rutgers 
college when 20 years old. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1866, and was chosen 
city counsel of Paterson in 1871. The fol- 
lowing year he was appointed counsel to 
the board of chosen freeholders, and at 
the end of Ms term declined a renomina- 
tion. 


In 1873 he was elected assemblyman, and 


in his second term he was elected- speaker 
of the assembly. In 1875 he declined a 
renomination, and in 1877 Passaic county 
sent him to the state senate. In 1879 he 
was re-elected, and closed his career, as a 
legislator in 1881-82, when he was the presi- 
dent of the senate. 


Mr. Hobart was the Eepublican caucus 


nominee for United States senator in 1884 
when John McPherson (Dem.) was elected. 


After serving one year as a Republican 


state committeeman, Mr. Hobart was 
elected chairman in 1830 and continued as 
chairman of the committee for eleven 
years, resigning in 1891. He was New Jer- 
sey's member of the Republican national 
committee in 1884, and was elected vice 
chairman. 


Hobart was receiver of the New Jersey 


Midland railway, the Montclair railroad 
and the Jersey City and Albany line, and 
of the First National bank of Newark. He 
has managed the East Jersey Water com- 
pany, is president of the Passaic Water 
company, Morris County Railroad com- 
pany and People's Gas company, director 
of, several,banks and many railroads, and 
is largely interested in industrial enter- 
prises.

An Enthusiastic O utburst G reets tho Nom­ 
ination of M ajor M cKinley. 


S t. L o u is, Juno 19.—The Republican na­ 
tional convention nailed their principles 
to the mastheads yesterday, and placed in 
command of tho ship which is to bear 
them on to fortune or disaster in Novem­ 
ber their popular idol, William McKinloy, 
of Ohio, and Garrett A. Hobart, of New 
Jersey. 
But there was mutiny aboard, 
and at the last moment before the lines 
were cast off some of the members of the 
crow who had shipped in many a voyage 
refused to subscribe to tho now shipping 
articles, and walked down tho gang plank.

cut out for it, and several diffcront timeg 
was traffic, dramatic and inspiring. Fully 
10,000 pooplo were in the vast audience to 
hiss or cheer by turns. 


The bolt of tho silver men from the*west 
was fully discounted, but it nevertheless 
furnished tho most dramatic incident of 
tho day. Led by Senator Toiler, they had 
declared their intention of refusing to sub­ 
scribe to the gold plank in the platform, 
but yesterday, after Senator Teller had 
made his final appeal to tho convention 
not to take the, stop which would drive 
him and his colleagues out from tho ranks 
of tho party which in the past honored 
them and they had delighted to servo, and 
the convention had voted 818>4 to 1053^ to 
stand by the gold declaration in tho plat­ 
form, no ono who witnessed tho scone will 
forget to his dying day tho picture of Sen­ 
ator Frank Cannon, of Utah, facing from 
the platform 10,000 irate, hissing, jeering 
people as he read the valedictory of tho 
silver men. 


He stood erect and defiant, his pale face 
set in grim determination as those before 
him tried to cry him down, until tho very 
courage ho displayed won for him the ad­ 
miration which compelled silence. When 
he had finished tho reading tho crowds in 
the galleries burst out again with their 
jeers and cries of disapproval, but in tho 
most courtly fashion ho turned and 
shook hands with Senator-elect Forakor, 
the chairman of the committeo on resolu­ 
tions, Permanent Chairman Thurston, 
and other friends on the platform. 


Then looking arms with Senator Teller 
tho two men left tho stage and moved 
down between tho walls of howling dele­ 
gates to where the standard of tho Idaho 
delegation stood. There they were joined 
by tlie handsome, stalwart Dubois, and 
tho three men continued their march to tho 
main door, their followers falling in bo- 
hind them as they moved along. It was a 
small band, only twenty-four in all, sev­ 
eral of the delegates from the states of 
Utah and Montana, notably Senators Car­ 
ter and Mantle, of the latter, preferring to 
subscribe to the platform than to sever 
their allegiance to their party, and the 
delegates, ualy a few of w hom displayed 
any bitterness toward what they believed 
to bo tho misguided course of their col­ 
leagues, broalutid a sigh of relief whun it 
uu&s oyer. 


Tho silver men who boltod immediately 
perfected plans to place Senator Teller In 
nomination as on independent silver can­ 
didate for president in the hope that the 
Democrats at Chicago* if controlled by tho 
silver mon, would place his name at the 
head of their ticket. 


After this sensational iticldent tho con­ 
vention turned with evident pleasure to 
tho work of selecting the standard bearers. 
It was a foregone conclusion that Mc­ 
Kinley would bo nominated, but the pent 
up enthusiasm of tho frleuds of tho Ohio 
candidate found full vent. 


The speech of Baldwin, of Council 
Bluffs, Iowa, nominating Allison, of Sen­ 
ator Lodge nominating Reed, of Hastings 
nominating Quay, and of Depow nominat­ 
ing Morton,* were eloquent and mastorly 
efforts, and wore received with tho great­ 
est enthusiasm by their respective sup­ 
porters. 


But it was the nomination of McKinley 
by Forakor which turned tho convention 
into bodlam. Save for the wild tumult 
that followed Senator Wolcott’s speech 
placing Blaine in nomination at Minneap­ 
olis four years ago, the demonstration that 
occurred yesterday has had no parallel in 
a Republican national convention, at least 
in length. 


Tho Minneapolis demonstration con­ 
tinued for twenty-seven minutes; that of 
yesterday fell short of that record but 
thirty seconds. 
Of course it lacked the 
zest that comes after a long and uncortain 
contest of giants, and if in a measure me­ 
chanical, it did not want for inspiration 
and enthusiasm. Tho delegates listened 
to the opening words of the speech of tho 
dashing Forakor in silence, awaiting the 
first mention of McKinley’s namo. Tho 
explosion came with it. 


Mark Hanna climbed on his chair just 
in front of tho platform, with his handker­ 
chief held aloft. Fifteen thousand pooplo 
in tho gallories rose simultaneously and 
lb,000 throats gavo forth their wild enthu- 
s; asm. The black mass of delegates and 
a Iternates in tho pit soemed to also riso 
on masse, save for here and thcro a delega­ 
tion of the opposition. Several American 
flags and tri colored plumes waved fran­ 
tically, while tho nolso was liko tho deop, 
steady roar of Niagara. 


An Ohio delegate seized tho Buckeye 
standard and hold it aloft until it was 
seized and carried to the platform, and 
opposite tho stand an enormous portrait 
of the choice of tho convention was hoisted 
tQ.tljgjjallery.

Eho delegates and the spectators 'did not 
weary. Just at the close, as the shouting 
spectators were ready to sink from ex­ 
haustion, a man wearing a Napoleon 
cockade hat of the first ompiro came out 
from beneath the galleries and pushed his 
way over the press benches to the plat­ 
form. A1 togothor the scene was a remark­ 
able ono, and testified to tho popularity of

McKinley’s vote exceeded the expecta­ 
tions of his friends, as he received 0(51 V1% 
within a vote of a vote and a half more 
than a majority, and almost threo times 
as many as his five opponents. Tho full 
vote was as follows: McKinley, 6613^; 
Iieed, 8 4 Quay, 61 
Morton, 58; Alli­ 
son, 35 y2. 


Tho nomination was immediately made 
unanimous with enthusiastic speeches 
from tho representatives of tho opposing 
candidate«, and there wore the usual 
felicitations. Mark Hanna was obliged, in 
response to calls, to address tho conven­ 
tion. 


After tfio decision of tho Platt forces in 
New York not to present tho name of Gover­ 
nor Morton, owing to the war waged a gainst 
him by tho Warnor Miller faction, the 
nomination of Garrett A. Hobart, of New 
Jersey, became a certainty. Mr. Hanna 
and the McKinley influence was thrown 
for him, and although there was an at­ 
tempt to consolidate the west and south 
on H. Clay Evans, of Tennessee, tho Mc­ 
Kinley influence was too potent. Besides, 
it was the general sense of the delegates 
that tho logic of the situation required tho 
nomination of *jn eastern man for vice 
president. 


Tho nominating speeches were brief. 
Bulkeloy of Connecticut, Lippettof Rhode 
Island and General Walker of Virginia 
were also placed in nomination, and it 
only required one ballot to determine the 
contest. Hobart rocuived 5\X)*4 votes, IX) 
more than a majority. Evans, his nearest 
competitor, received

scattering votes for Reed, Thurston, Grant, 
Dopow, Morton and brown. 


T H E PARTY NOMINEES. 


Sketches of tho Chosen Standard B earers 
of the Itcpubllcan Party. 


William McKinley, tho nomineo for pres­ 
ident, was born at Nilos, O., Jan. 24, 1813, 
of Scotch-Irish parentage,being tho sovcuth 
child of William and Nancy McKinley. As 
tho schoolf'of Nilos wore then inferior tho 
McKinleys moved to Poland, that tho chil­ 
dren might have educational advantages. 
Thore young William attended an acad­ 
emy, pursued a law course, performed 
many of tho duties of postmaster, taught 
school, and found work for his hands to 
do at all times. It was at this time that 
ho joined tho Methodist church, of which 
he is still a consistent mcmbor. 


McKinley left Poland when 17 to attend 
tho Allcghony college, but soon returned 
homo on account of illness, and subse­ 
quently taught school. Ho went from tho 
schoolmaster’s dosk into tho army, onlist- 
ing in Company E of the Twenty-third 
Ohio regimout in Juno, 1861. Ho quickly 
roso from tho ranks by distinguished 
bravery, and after serving in the various 
grades he was, in 1865, 'brevetted major, 
being mustered out of tho service in July 
of that year. 


Returning to Poland, he began tho study 
of law, and in 1867 was admitted to the bar, 
beginning practice in Canton. 
Two years 
later he was elected prosecuting attorney, 
and in 1876 was first elected to congress, 
and represented tho district for fourteen 
years, but was beaten in 185)0, owing to a 
change in tho district which made it 
Democratic. In the following fall ho was 
elected governor of Ohio, and two years 
later was re-olocted by a largo majority. 


In 1S71 Major McKinley married Miss 
Ada Saxton. She has long been an inva­ 
lid and tho object of his constant atten­ 
tion and dovotion. 


Major McKinley is 5 foet 8 inches in 
height, weighs 180 pounds, is of dark com­ 
plexion, and has black hair tingod with 
gray. 
He is extremely temperate, but 
smokes. His fortune is estimated at $20,- 
000 and that of his wife at $100,000. The 
McKinley’s have no living children. 


The nominee for vice president, Garrett 
A. Hobart, was born in Long Branch, N. 
J.f in 1844, and graduated from Rutgers 
college when 20 years old. Ho was ad­ 
mitted to tho bar in 1866, and was chosen 
city counsel of Paterson in 1871. Tho fol­ 
lowing year ho was appointed counsel to 
tho board of chosen freeholders, and at 
the end of his term declined a renomina- 
tion. 


In 1872 he was electod assemblyman, and 
in his second term ho was elected speaker 
of the assembly. In 1875 ho declined a 
ronomination, and in 1877 Passaic county 
sent him to the state sonato. In 1S79 he 
was re-elected, and closed his c#reer as a 
legislator in 1881-82, when ho was the presi­ 
dent of the senate. 


Mr. Hobart was tho Republican caucus 
nomineo for United States senator in 1884 
when John McPherson (Dom.) was elected. 


After serving ono year as a Republican 
state committeeman, Mr. Hobart was 
elected chairman in 1880 and continued as 
chairman of the committee for eleven 
years, resigning in 1891. Ho was New Jer­ 
sey’s momber of tho Republican national 
committee in 1884, and was elected vlco 
chairman. 


Hobart was receiver of tho New Jersey 
Midland railway, tho Montclair railroad 
and the Jersey City and Albany line, and 
of tho First National bank of Newark. Ho 
has managed the East Jersey Water com­ 
pany, is president of tho Passaic Water 
company, Morris County Railroad com­ 
pany and People’s Gas company, director 
ofc several.banks and many railroads, and 
is largely interested in industrial enter­ 
prises. 
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HANNA ELECTED CHAIRMAN. 


The Ohioan W ill Control the R epublican 
Presidential Campaign. 


St. L o u is, June 20.—Tho national Re­ 
publican committee yosterday elected M. 
A. Hanna, who managed McKinley’s can­ 
vass for the nomination, chairman of the 
committee, and he will take tho active 
direction of the Republican campaign. His 
headquarters probably will be in New 
York city. 


From an authoritative source it is learned 
that Chairman Hanna has decided upon 
the secretary and treasurer of his executive 
committee, both of which positions ho has 
power to fill. Tho story is that Major 
Charles L. Dick, of Akron, will get the 
secretaryship, while ^Sylvester Evert, of 
Clitvel.andv will be made treasurer. 


To Notify tho Candidates* 


Cleveland, Juno 24.—A will for a meet­ 
ing of the Republican national convention 
notification committee in this city next 
Monday has been issued. On Tuesday tho 
committee will go to Canton and ollicially 
notify Mr. McKinley of his nomination, 
Tho speech will bo delivered by Senator 
Thurston, tho chairman. Hobart will be 
ollicially notified of his nomination for 
vice president on July 7.

Keen at Driving a Bargain, But Hos- 


pitable—The Creole Girl Charm- 
ing us Ever—Interesting People. 


PROCESS is at work among 
the Creoles of Louisiana 
which is slowly depriving 
them of the peculiarities of 


manner that have so long distinguished 
them. 
They are gradually being 


Americanized, 
or, 
more properly 


speaking, made like the Americans of 
English descent. 


Before the war there was many a 


Creole who never saw the "other side 
of Canal street," that is, that portion 
of New Orleans lying above Canal 
street, which 
then separated the 


Creole from the American portion of 
the city. In those days the Creoles 
possessed the wealth and were dom- 
inant. Imbued with their own tradi- 
tions, religions and otherwise, they 
held aloof from the new comers from 
the English speaking sections of the 
country. 
They religiously excluded 


them from their social life. The rela- 
tions the two elements bore to each 
other were of a purely business na- 
ture. The Creoles were always cour- 
teous and hospitable, but they never 
encouraged a closer intimacy than bus- 
iness made necessary. The war changed 
all this. The Creoles went into the 
army in defence of the Confederacy 
with fervor and enthusiasm. They not 
only gave their blood; they sacrificed 
their wealth. Creoles and Americans 
alike emerged from the struggle im- 
poverished. 


While the home life of the Creoles 


has been somewhat altered they still 
retain many of the 
characteristics

The fish arc swimming near the mr* 


face now, and if they look up they 
will see upon every pole which rises 
from the wall of mesh either a hawk, 
an eagle or a great gull ready to- 
pounce upon them.

dim water fioafc 400 miles or more of 
gill nets; on the river's banks are 
thirty-two great canneries, with ma- 
chinery in each for turning from 1000 
to 2000 fish per diem into "canned 
goods. "—Temple Bar.

We cook our food tw render it more 


agreeable to our sense of taste and 
smell. Cooking develops flavors and 
odors not present m tbe raw state. 
Thereby we facilitate the process of 
mastication. Some foods are tough 
or hard, and can neither be finely 
divided nor well mixed with saliva. 
Again it is often desirable that the 
food be chemically changed; thus 
some foods or portions of them are 
absolutely indigestible in the uncooked 
state. 


A fourth reason for cooking food is 


that the warmth which is thus impart- 
eJ promotes digestion by causing an 
increased flow of bSoo.l "to the d'ges- 
tive apparatus, and hence a more cop- 
ions secretion of itie digestivu liuuls. 
Finally, cooking destroys any parasites 
that may be present in the'fooJ. Of 
these trichinae in pork and the scale*, 
or encysted head of the tapeworm, in 
what is known as measly beef, nre the 
most common. —New York Advertiser.

Why Food is Cooked. 


We cook our food tu render it moro 
agreeable to our sense of taste and 
smell. 
Cooking develops flavors and 
odors not present in tbe raw state. 
Thereby we facilitate the procoss of 
mastication, 
Some foods are tough 
or hard, and can neither be finely 
divided nor well mixed with saliva. 
Again it is often desirable that tho 
food be chemically changed; thus 
some foods or portions of them are 
absolutely indigestible in tho uncooked 
state. 


A fourth reason for cooking food is 
that the warmth which is thus impart­ 
ed promotes digestion by causing an 
increased flow of blood to the diges­ 
tive apparatus, and hence a moro cop­ 
ious secrotion of tile digestive fluids, 
Finally, cooking destroys auy parasites 
that may bo present in the food. 
Of 
these trichinae in pork and the scolex, 
or encysted head of the tapoworm, in 
what is known as measly beef, are tho 
most common. —New York Advertiser.

4 Again iv 
straight way lays beyond them, and 
before long they are crowding and 
jostling each other in a pound fifty 
feet by thirty feet, where they stav* 
hoplessly confused and dashing wildly 
from side to side, until a* steamer 
comes alojMr with a scow in tow. 
On 
the scow i H crane. 
Chains from tho 
crane are iftched onto the net, which, 
is below tho pound, ond some thou- 
sands of strong, free fish, who had an 
hour ago the whole sea to swim in* 
are drawn up to the surface and ladled 
out in ecoop nets, knocked on tho 
head, thrown on the scow and carriod 
off to the American canneries at Point 
Roberts, where they go through a 
sausage machine and become “canned 
salmon.” 


These canneries are taking (July, 
1895,) 30,000 sock-eyes per diem. But 
some escape. 
Either they swim wido 
of tho bay, or by luck escape tho 
“ leads” which guide thom to the 
“pound,” and find themselves at last 
near their goal. • All around them is 
blue water, cleai and cold. 
In front 
of them is a well-marked band of yel­ 
low water, thick, stale and warm, 
through which they blunder like Lon­ 
doners through a fog. 


Above them are two or three thou­ 
sand white-sailed fishing boats; in tho 
dim water fioat 400 miles or more of 
gill nets; on the river’s banks aro 
thirty-two great canneries, with ma­ 
chinery in each for turning from 1000 
to 2000 fish per diem into “canned 
goods,”—Temple Bar. 


Giving the Doctors RigUt of TYny. 
Over 800 physicians in Chicago havo 
already taken advantage of au ordi­ 
nance passed by the council a few 
weeks ago giving thom the right of 
way on the streets and ovei bridgea 
ahead of processions, parades, fire lines, 
and other obstructions that usuallv 
* 
stop their ordinary* traffic. 
Each of 
the physicians applying has been fur­ 
nished with a badge and a special per­ 
mit, which entitle him to tho privi­ 
leges of the ordinance and demonstrates, 
his authority. 


Tho badge is a very pretty affair, 
about the size of a quarter, and is 
made of German silver iu the form of 
a circle three-sixteenths of an inch 
wide, arouud a red cross in the center. 
The cross is of red enamel and the cir­ 
cle of white. 


The ordinance also applies to ambu­ 
lances and is made to include all phy­ 
sicians driving in answer to profess­ 
ional call.«, to fires or accidents. 
It is- 
designed to afford relief as quickly as 
possible to people who require the ser­ 
vices of a physician. 
The permits,, 
signed by the Mayor and City Clerk, 
and the badges are iesu'ed from tho 
City Clerk’s ofllcé on payment of a 
fifty cent fee. 
The ordinance has been 
effective about one month, and the 
number of doctors using tbe privileges 
granted them will soon reach 1000, 
demonstrating the popularity of the 
ordinance and its provisions.— Chicago 
Chronicle.

•collar with bow at back, a row on the 
cuffs, with bow; belt and bo wand 


• bow and bretelles back and front, 


from wrist-line to shoulder, with a 
bow at the latter part. A ruffle of 
two-inch lace was 
eewed 
thickly 


Around the inside of the collar, and 
allowed to stand out all around. This 
waist required eight yards of each 
ribbon, a yard of lace, five yards of 
crepe and four yards of thirty-inch 
lawn, and was suitable for all-summer 
visiting, demi-evening toilet wear."

HOUSEHOLD AFFAIK*. 


WOOL PILL! NO FOR COSHIOXS. 


When in need of a soft, springy fill- 


ing for cushion?, head rests and sofa 
pillowB use wool sheared from live 
sheep. "Pulled" wool, like that taken 
from a dead sheep, is not so good, as 
it lacks a brightness and lightness 
that the live wool seems to possess. 
Wash the wool in three or more 
waters, and have them quite soapy 
and warm. It will dry quicker and ba 
whiter if it is pulled out in handfals, 
and put through the clothes-wringer, 
a handful at a time. Do not rinse it, 
but let the last water be a warm suds, 
but not so strong as the first. 
Spread ont on a sheet and it will soon 
dry. 


After it has dried, it should be 


"picked," which is taking up a small 
bunch at a time and picking out any 
particles of grass or trash and burrs 
that may be in it. Then pull and pick 
it apart, leaving it white and fluffy. 


Wool thus prepared makes the light- 


est and springiest of cushions, and a 
few pounds of it spread thickly and 
evenly, and tacked closely between a 
covering of cheese cloth, or the light- 
est of muslin, makes an almost perfect 
mattress for a child's bed. It can be 
ripped apart, and the wool washed and 
picked apart, as often, as the outside 
covering becomes soiled. It is an ad- 
mirable filling for the fancy cheese- 
cloth comforts and slumber robes, as 
it is so light, and the wool sparkles so 
prettily through the thin covering.— 
Farm, Field and Fireside.

When in need of a soft, springy fill­ 
ing for cushions, head rests and sofa 
pillows uso wool sheared from livo 
sheep. ‘•Pulled” wool, like that taken 
from a dead shoop, is not so good, as 
it lacks a brightness and lightness 
that the livo wool seems to possess. 
Wash tho wool in three or more 
waters, and have them quito soapy 
and warm, 
It will dry quicker and be 
whiter if it is pulled out in liamifuls, 
and put through tho olothes-wringer, 
a handful at a time. 
Do not rinse it, 
but let tho last water be a warm suds, 
but not so strong as ^ tho first. 
Spread out on a sheet and it will soon 
dry. 


After it has driod, it should bo 
“ picked,” which is takiug up a small 
bunch at a time and picking out any 
particles of grass or trash and burrs 
that may be in it. Then pull and pick 
it apart, leaving it white and fluffy. 


Wool thus prepared m akes the light­ 
est and springiest of cushions, and a 
few pounds of it spread thickly and 
evenly, and tacked closely between a 
covering of cheese cloth, or the light­ 
est of muslin, makes an almost perfect 
mattress for a child’s bed. 
It can bo 
ripped apart, and the wool washed and 
picked apart, as often as the outside 
covering becomes soiled. It is an ad­ 
mirable filling for the fancy cheese­ 
cloth comforts and slumber robes, as 
it is so light, and the wool sparkles so 
prettily through the thin covering.— 
Farm, Field and Fireside.

The experienced cook understands 
well the art of converting the left­ 
over bits into tempting dishes. 


Good scraps, whether of meat, ce­ 
reals or vegetables, she never throws 
away. 
She even saves the egg-shells, 
using them to clear soup, coffee or 
jelly. 


Cold rice, for instance, can be 
served again in many appetizing ways. 
Mixed with minced meat and egg, 
then cooked like an omelet, it makes 
an excellent breakfast dish, and rice 
croquettes, which are easily made 
from cold rice, are an addition to any 
dinner. 


Small amounts of vegetables left 
over may be used in a variety of ways. 
They add to the flavor of any clear 
soup or mixed together can be served 
as a salad. 
Cauliflower, broken into 
flowerets and covered with a well-made 
cream sauce, and then sprinkled with 
grated cheese, is one of the favorito 
ways in many households of serving 
this vegetable. 


To the good cook stale cake has 
many possibilities. 
If the cake is in 
a layer, a delicious dessert may be 
made by covering it with crushed 
fresh strawberries and whipped cream. 
Slices of stale cake make a good des­ 
sert, if first moistened with sherry and 
then covered with custard. 


Pine cone3 are another delicious 
dessert made from stale cake. 


To make them, cut slices of the cake 
into circles, then moisten them. Chop 
some fresh pineapple into small pieces 
and pile it on the cakes. With a kmfo 
press each one into the form of a small 
pyramid. 
Place them in a shallow 
tin, close together, but not touching. 
Put the pineapple liquor in a sauce­ 
pan and thicken it with arrowroot 
which has first been wet with water, 
using a teaspoonful to a cupful of 
liquor. Let this cook until the ar­ 
rowroot becomes cloar and begins to 
stiffen; then pour it slowly over the 
cones. It will cover thorn with a jelly. 
When cold trim them carefully, so 
the base of each one will be round 
and then serve.—New York Journal.

Tomato Sauce—One-half con toma­ 
toes, one cup water in which has been 
been dissolved one tablespoonful corn­ 
starch, one tablespoonful butter, one- 
half teaspoonful salt. Stir all together 
and simmer ten minutes, stirring of­ 
ten. 


Prune Souffle—To one cup stewed 
prunes, stoned and chopped, add one- 
half cup sugar and the whites of three 
eggs beaten stiff. Mix well. Sprinkle 
one teaspoonful of sugar over the top 
and bake ten minutes. 
Servo with a 
sauce made of one cup whipped cream, 
one and one-half teaspoonfulfi sugar 
and one-half teaspoonful 
vanilla, 
whipped thoroughly together.

spoonful grated chocolate, two table­ 
spoonfuls rice flour, one-half table­ 
spoonful of arrowroot, one tablespoon­ 
ful powdered sugar. Thoroughly mix 
and rub these materials together. Take 
two scant tablespoonfuls of the mix­ 
ture and wet with one cup water. Stir 
slowly into one quart of hot milk and 
boil five minutes. Very healthful and 
nutritious. 
There is enough of the 
mixture for two days, 


Koast Fillet of Veal—Get a thick 
piece of veal from the upper part of 
the leg and have the bouo removed. 
Fill the cavity with a stuffing made of 
one cup of bread crumbs moistened 
with one-half cup of water, one-third 
of a cup of melted butter, one-fourth 
teaspoonful of salt, one-half saltspoon- 
ful of pepper and one-half teaspoonful 
of powdered thyme. 
Tie into a round 
shape. 
Dredge with salt, pepper and 
flour. 
Put strips of pork over the top 
and bake. 
Add water as soon as the 
flour has browned and baste often. 
Cover with a paper to prevent burn­ 
ing nind allow half an hour to a pound.

An arrest was made in Hanover on 


last Wednesday evening by officer 
Dougherty, of McSherrystown, on a 
warrant issued by 'Squire V. H. Lilly, 
on oath of Mrs. Anastatia Devine, wife 
of Harry Devine, of McSherrystown, 
charging the defendant with assault 
and battery with felonious intent.

CLOVEB FOR TIG3. 


So much is written nowadays about 


tho advantage of giving pigs a clover 
pasture that some may think that this 
can be made an exclusive feed. Noth- 
ing is further from the truth. 
The 


fact that very young clover is innu- 
tritions can be tested by turning 
either pigs or any other stock into a 
clover field early in the season. Tery 
little of the clover will be eaten, and 
the stock will eat around the field in 
the corners of fences the grass that 
grows on old sod until it is bare to the 
ground before they will touch the 
clover. The truth is that clover is very 
poor feed until it has progressed 
toward maturity far enough to blos- 
som. Even then hogs will only eat it 
by biting off the blossoms and leaving 
the stalks. The stomach of the hogjis 
not large, and even the best of clover 
cannot be eaten in large enough quan- 
tities to more than keepitinstore'con- 
dition. 
The best use of clover for 


hogs is not as pasture in summer, bnt 
to feed cut fine in winter as a means 
of distending the exclusive grain diet 
which hogs in winter too generally re- 
ceive. 
Cut clover hay in small 


amounts daily will be greedily eaten 
by hogs that are being fattened on 
corn. The clover is more nitrogenous 
than is the corn, and it therefore 
makes a more balanced ration, besides 
by its bulkiness making all the food 
more easy to digest.—Boston Culti- 
vator.

DAUST cows. 


Too many people are guided in the 


choice of a Lutter cow solely by the 
breed. The idea is generally preva- 
lent that a Jersey or a Guernsey must 
of necessity be far superior to other 
cows as a butter producer. A greater 
mistake was never made. Individual 
and even average performances of cows 
of these breeds are undoubtedly very 
high, EO that their reputation for but- 
ter fat is deserved; bnt there are num- 
erous degenerate specimens of these 
breeds which are often inferior to the 
despised scrub. This trouble is large- 
ly due to trusting to report rather 
than to performance. The only reli- 
able method of determining merit is 
by actual test. The next best way, 
and the only one to be generally em- 
ployed when purchasing stock, is ap- 
pearance. 


In buying dairy cows there are cer- 


tain features to be looked for, as they 
are a pretty accurate guide to the real 
value of the animal. It has been 
proved many times that the produc- 
tive capacity of a cow depends more 
upon type and conformation than upon 
size and breed. These outward and 
visible signs of butter-making to be 
looked for are, in the order of their 
value: 1. Long, broad, deep, elastic 
udder, extending well forward and up 
behind, with large, tortuous mill: 
veins, abundant on the adder and 
large orifices where they enter the 
body. 2. The skin soft, elastic and 
mellow, hair plentiful aud silky, and 
the skin a rich yellow color. 3. The 
body should be large, brood aad deep, 
medium in length, with firm muscles

MANAGEMENT OP ORCHARDS. 


Fruit growing has in this country 
been t6o generally made a side issue 
by farmers, who have given most of 
their time, thought and fertilizer to 
other crops that have not half tho pos­ 
sibilities that fruit growing has. 
Oc­ 
casionally the 
conditions for large 
crops of fruit are all right, and every­ 
body has a large crop, usually making 
the orchard pay far more than all the 
farm besides. 
It is at suoh times as 
these that farmers see what fruit grow­ 
ing may be made to yield. 
What is 
needed for {his result is that more 
farmers go into fruit growing as an 
exclusive business, or only combined 
with such other branches of farming 
as can be subordinated to it. 
When 
this is done and the orchard is man­ 
aged after business methods it will be 
made to pay, and not before. 
It 
ought not to bo thought any more 
risky to speud a hundred or thousand 
dollars to supply the orchard with 
needed fertilizers than it is to use the 
same amount of money to buy feed for 
cows, horses and other stock. 
It is 
the habit of thinking that the orchard 
produces wholly by the aid of nature 
that makes farmers regard its treat­ 
ment differently from other crops. 
They buy fertilizers for grain and also 
for hoed crops, and find that thispays 
them. 
They will find that it pays 
still better to buy fertilizers for the 
orchard, whose crop is much more val­ 
uable.— American Cultivator.

ST. LotJis, Jnuo 18.—Tho second day's 
stflslon of the Republican oonvontion was 
opeuod with prayer by Rov. Dr. Williams, 
of tho Union Methodist church. 
Tho re- 
port, of tho comniitteo on permanent or- 
gtt»la;atlou was adopted, and Temporary 
ChiUrmun Fairbanks introduced tho i>er- 
miineiit chairman,Senator John M. Thurs- 
to&pf Nobraska. At tho conclusiou of 
SonWbt, 'I'hurBton'B epoech, which was 
loudly applihided, tho convention took a 
rocosa pending reports of committees. Tho 
afternoon session, which was opened with 
prayer by Bishop Arnott (colored), was de- 
voted to receiving reports from tho creden- 
tial« committee. The sensation of the day 
was in tho committee on resolutions, where 
tho silver leaders announcod their determi- 
nation to bolt tho convention in the event 
of the adoption of a gold standard plat- 
form. The scene in the committee room 
was pathetic as Senators Tellbi*, Dubois 
and Cannon announced their intention. 


XH^ CLOSING SCENES, 


An Enthusiastic Outburst Greet» tho Nom- 
inatlou of Major McKlnloy. 


ST. LOUIS, Juno 19.—The Republican na- 
^ tlonal convention nailed their principles 
to the mastheads yesterday, and placed in 
command of tho shiiJ which is to beiir 
them on to fortxine or disaster In Novem- 
ber their popular Idol, William McKinloy, 
of Ohio, and Garrett A. Hobart, of New 
Jersey. 
But there was mutiny aboard, 
and at the lust moment before the lines 
werocast off some of the members of the 
crow who had shipped in many a voyajre 
refused to subscribe to tho new shipping 
ftrtioios» and walked down the ganf? plank. 


Tho convention was hold in session for 
ton hours yesterday to accomplish the work 


T^o silver mon who bolted immodiatoly 
perfected plans to place Senator Toller in 
nomination US on independent silver can- 
didat-i fo^ piv-.idont in the ho]M> tliat the 
Democnts at Chicago^ if controlled by tho 
silver n-on, would place his name at tho 
head of their ticket. 


After this sensational itioidenfe tho con- 
vention turned with ovidont pleasure to 
tho work of F.electlnR tU© ."^Uuidurd Iwarors. 
It was a foregone conclusion that Mc- 
Klnloy would bo noininat(>d, but tho pent 
up enthusiasm of tho friends of tho Ohio 
oandidato found full vent. 


The spooch of Baldwin, of 
Council 
Bluffs, Iowa, nominating Allison, of Son- 
»tor Lodpce noniiuatinti Reed, of Hastings 
' nominating Quay, and of Do]>ow nominat- 
ing Morton.' were eloquent and masterly 
efforts, and wore received with the great- 
est enthusiasm by their resiiectivo sup- 
porters. 


But it was tho nomination of McKinley 
by Forakor which turned tho convention 
into bedlam. Save for the wild tumult 
that followed Senator Wolcott's speech 
placing Blaine in nomination at Minneap- 
olis four years ago, the demonstration that 
occurred yestwday has had no parallel in 
a Republican national convention, at least 
in length. 


The Minneapolis demonstration con- 
tinued for twenty-sovcn minutes; that of 
yesterdoy fell short of that rccord but 
thirty seconds. 
Of course it lacked tho 
zest that comes aftcra long and uncertain 
contest of giants, and if in a measure me- 
chanical, it did not want for inspiration 
aad enthusiasm. 
The delegates listened 
t»> the opening words of the speech of tho 
dashing Forakor in slleucc, awaiting the 
first mention of McKinley's nanio. 
Tho 
oicplosion oamo with it. 


Mark Hanna climbed on his oliair just 
in front of tho platform, with his handker- 
chief held aloft. Fifteen tliousand people 
In tho galleries rose simultaneously and 
Hi,000 throats gavo forth their wild enthu- 
s;asm. The black mass of delegates and 
Q iternates in the pit soemed to also riso 
on masse, save for horo and there a delega- 
tion of tho opposition. Several American 
flags and tri colored plumes waved fran- 
tically, while the noiso was llko tho deep, 
Bteady roar of Niagara. 


An Ohio delegate seized the Buckeye 
standard and held it aloft until it was 
seized and carried to the platform, and 
opposite tho stand an enormous portrait 
of tho choice of tho convention was hoisted 
tQ tfee^allpn'. Tho minutQS liasseji but

cut out for it, and several different times 
was tragic, dramatic and inspiring. Fully 
10,000 people wore in the vast audionco to 
hiss or cheer by turns. 


Tho bolt of the silver men from tho'west 
was fully discounted, but it nevertheless 
furnished the most dramatic incident of 
tho day. Led by Senator Toller, they had 
declared their intention of refusing to sub- 
scribe to the gold plank in the platform, 
but yesterday, after Senator Teller had 
made his final appeal to the convention 
not to take the, stop which would drlvo 
him and his colleagues out from tho ranks 
of tho party which in the past honored 
them and they had delighted to serve, and 
the convention had voted \ilB}4 to 1053^ to 
stand by the gold declaration in the plat- 
form, no ono who witnessed tho scone will 
forget to his dying day the i)ictuTO of Sen- 
ator Frank Cannon, of Utiih, fiicing from 
the platform 10,000 irato, liissing, jeering 
Ijeople as ho read the viilcdlctory of the 
silver men. 


Ho stood erect and deilant, his pale face 
set in grim detonninatlon as those before 
him tried to cry him down, until tho very 
courage he displayed won for him the ad- 
miration which c(jju])tillcd silence. 
When 
ho had ¿nlshcd tho reading tho crowds in 
tho galleries bur.-.t out agiiln with their 
jeers and cries of dlsiipproval, but in the 
niost Oijurtly fashion 
ho turned 
and 
shook hands with Heuato)»-eloct Foraker, 
tho chairjjian of tlie committuo on resolu- 
tions, Perinunejit 
Ohalnuan 
Thurston, 
and other friends on tho platform. 


Then lockiijg ariub witli iSenator Teller 
tho two men h^ft tho sUigo and move4 
down betwoiin tho walls of howling dele- 
gates to where tho standard of tho Idaho 
delegation stood. There tliey were joined 
by tile Jiandsome, sUilwart Dubois, and 
tho three niwji ountlnuudlhoirmarclito tho 
muiu door, their followers falling in t>o- 
hlnd them us they moved along.

THE PARTY NOMINEES. 


SkotchoB of tho Chosen Standard Bearers 
of tho llopubtiean Farty« 


William McKinley, the nominee for pros- 
idont, was born at Nilos, O., Jan. 24, 1843, 
of Scotch-Irish pai*ontago,boing the sovcuth 
child of William and Naniiy PtlcKlnlcy. As 
tho schooiii'of Nilos wore then Inferior tho 
McKinloys moved to Poland, that tho chil- 
dren might have oduciitional advantiigos. 
There young William attended an awul- 
emy, pursued a law cotirse, performod 
many of the duties of postmaster, taught 
school, and found work for his hands to 
do at all timos. It was at this timo that 
ho joined tho Methodist church, of which 
he is still a consistoiit mem ber. 


McKinley left Poland when 17 to att-cnd 
tho Allegheny college, but soon returned 
homo on account of illnosa. and subse- 
quently taught school. Ho went from tho 
schoolmaster's desk into tho army, enlist- 
ing in Company E of tho T\ycnty-third 
Ohio regiment in Juno, 18G1. Ho quickly 
roso from tho ranks by 
distinguished 
bravery, and after serving in the various 
grades ho was, in 1865, 'brovetted major, 
being mustered out of tho service in July 
of that year. 


Returning to Poland, ho began tho study 
of law. and In 1867 was admitted to the bar, 
beginning practico in Canton. 
Two years 
later he was elected prosecuting attorney, 
and in 1876 was first elected to congress, 
and represented tho district for fourteen 
years, but was beatón in ISSK), owing to a 
chango in tho district which made it 
Democratic. In the following fall ho was 
elected governor of Ohio, and two ye:irs 
later was ro-olocted by a large majority. 


In 1871 Major McKinloy married Miss 
Ada Saxton. She has long been an inva- 
lid and tho object of his constant atten- 
tion and devotion. 


Major McKinley Is 5 feet 8 inches in 
height, weighs 180 pounds, is of dark com- 
plexion, and has black hair tinged with 
gray. 
Ho is extremely temperato, but 
smokes. His fortune is estimated at 5!20,- 
000 and that of his wife at 8100,000. Tho 
McKinley's have no living clilldron. 


The nominee for vico president, Garrett 
A. Hobart, was born in Long Branch, N. 
J., in 1844, and graduated from Rutgers 
college when 20 years old. Ho was ad- 
mitted to tho bar in 1866, and was chosen 
city counsel of Paterson in 1871. Tho fol- 
lowing year ho was apfiointed counsel to 
the board of chosen freeholders, and at 
tho end of his term declined a ronomina- 
tion. 


In 1872 he was elected assemblyman, and 
in his second term ho was elected speaker 
of the assembly. In 1875 ho declined a 
ronomlnation, ixnd in 1877 Passaic county 
sent him to the state sonato. In 1879 ho 
was re-elected, and closed his c#rcor as a 
legislator in 1881-82, when ho was the pr-esl- 
dont of tho sonato. 


Mr. Hobart was the Republican caucus 
nominee for United States senator In 1884 
when John McPherson (Dom.) was elected. 


After serving ono year as a Republican 
state committeeman, Mr. Hobart 
was 
elected chairman in 1880 and continued as 
chairman of tho committee for oleven 
years, resigning in 1801. Ho was New Jer- 
sey's member of the Republican national 
committee in 1884, and was elected vico 
chairman. 


Hobart was receiver of the New Jersey 
Midland railway, tho Montclair railroad 
and the Jersey City and Albany lino, and 
of tho First National bank of Newark. Ho 
has managed tho East Jersey Water com- 
pany, is president of tho Passaic Water 
company, Morris County Railroad com- 
pany and People's Gas company, director 
ofc several biinks and many railroads, and 
is largely interested in industrial enter- 
prises. 
^

American. 
"We notice that at an 
election held in Charleston, South 
Carolina, to determine whether fac- 
tories established there should bo ex- 
empt from taxation for five years, the 
question was carried in the oflSrmativo 
by almost a unanimous vote, only fif- 
teen ballots being found in opposition 
to it." 


Spanish reports of battles in Cuba 
are all to one effect.

We 
have not kept an account of the Cuban 
losses thus reported, observes the ^ew 
York Tribune, but we are inclined to 
think that if they were all added up 
the sum would indicate a mortality 
exceeding that of almost any other 
modern war, in proportion, that is, to 
the numbers engaged on both sides. 
Perhaps a reminiscence of the Ten 
Tears' War will to some extent eluci- 
Sato the character of these reports. 
During that struggle a careful account 
was kept 6f the Cuban losses officially 
reported by the Spanish. 
At the end 
Df the war the totals were 395,856 
killed, 726,490 wounded and 451,100 
prisoners—a grand total of 1,573,446. 
And the entire poiDulation of the isl- 
ind was only 1,250,000 I 
It is safe to 
reckon that the Spanish reports at 
this time are np more accurate than 
they were in the Ton Years' War. 
Their own losses are probably much 
leavier, in the aggregate, than the 
Cubans'. 
In the Ten Years' War they 
idmitted the loss, by death, of 81,098 
aien, of whom, hov/ever, only 6488 iell 
In battle or died directly of wounds, 
fellow fever, cholera and other such 
agencies did for the rest.

PROCESS is at work among 
/ \ 
the 
Creoles 
of 
Louisiana 
which 
is slowly 
depriving 
( f ^ them of the peculiarities of 
manner that have so long distinguished 
them. 
They are 
gradually 
being 
Americanized, 
or, 
more 
properly 
' gpeaking, made like the Americans of 
English descent. 


Before tho war there was many a 
Creole who never saw the *'other sido 
of Canal street,** that is, that i>ortion 
of Now Orleans lying above Canal 
btreet, which 
then 
separated 
tho 
Creole from the American portion of 
the city. 
In those days the Creoles 
possessed tho wealth and were dom- 
inant. 
Imbued with their own tradi- 
tions, religious and otherwise, they 
held aloof from the new comers from 
the English speaking eections of the 
country. 
They religiously excluded 
them from their social life. The rela- 
tions the two elements bore to each 
other -were of a purely business na- 
ture. 
The Creoles were always cour- 
teous and hospitable, but they never 
encouraged a closer intimacy than bus- 
iness made necessary. The war changed 
all this. 
The Creoles went into the 
army in defence of the Confederacy 
with fervor and enthusiasm. They not 
only gave their blood ; they sacrificed 
their wealth. 
Creoles and Americans 
alike emerged from the struggle im- 
poverished. 


While the home life of tho Creoles 
has been somewhat altered they still 
retain many of the 
characteristics 
pictured by Cable and 
others who 
wrote of them two decades ago. 
A 
stranger is always sure to be hospitably 
treated 
when properly 
introduced. 
While the Creoles are keen in a busi- 
ness transaction and drive as close a 
bargain as a Yankee trader, they draw 
a sharp line between their business 
and social life. 
They are not at all 
mercenary. 
If you go into a store 
and ask one of them about some busi- 
ness man he will quit his work to look 
up tho address, and often will walk 
two blocks to show you the way. 


In his house the Creole cannot do 
too much for you* 
There is no stiff* 
ness or conventionality about your 
welcome. 
You are made to feei at 
home. 
After a fe^v visits you are 
privileged to drop in at your con- 
venience to dine or 
for a friendly 
chat. 
There •will always be a place 
for you at the table. 
The Creole din- 
ner is a marvel. 
They are masters of 
the art of cooking, and their colTee— 
well, after you have tried it once you 
are nover satisfied with the coffoe you 
get elsewhere. 


The men are small of stature and 
dark. They have black hair and eyes, 
and aro generally wiry and etroug'. 
Among the athletes of New Orleans 
to-day they are the fastest luuner.-?. 
They excel where quickness and agil- 
ity are required. 
They are fond of 
yachtinp:, rowing, hunting and fish- 
ing, 
There are many yacht clubs 
about Lake Pontchartrain and Lake 
Borgne, and the banks of the bayous 
and lagoons 
that abound 
in 
the 
Bwampy districts about New Orleans 
are dotted with 
their rowinjr club 
houses and hunting club establish' 
ments. 


The Creole is at his best in Mardi 
Gras time. 
His love of pomp and dis- 
play, inherited from his French and 
típanish 
ancestors, is gratified. 
He 
plunges into the dissipation with such 
iervor that it sometimes takes 
the 
whole of Lent for him to recover. 


No visitor to Louisiana, oepecially if 
he be from the North, becomes ac- 
quainted with the Creole woman and 
does not succumb to the subtle influ- 
ence of her fascinating personality. 
She is one of tho most womanly wo- 
men in America. 
Keared in the con- 
vents of New Orleans, which she 
never leave» until she has been gradu- 
ated, she possesses a modesty of man- 
ner that is captivating. 
Sho knows 
that the fireside is her empire, and 
she is content to reign there. 
She is 
bewit»hingly pretty. 
She manifests 
no disjJbsition to enter into competi- 
tion with or be independent of man, 
She prefer« to look up to man as her 
protector and guide. 
Though small 
of stature she is exquisitely formed. 


The Creole girl has never yet shown 
any disposition to take up bicycle rid- 
ing or wear bloomers and short skirts. 
She considera such things "unlady- 
like." 
She keeps in the house and is 
not given to promenading on 
the 
street except in the spring and autumn 
evenings, when all the Creole girh 
nppear on the Esplanade. 
Tho Oreóle 
girl never goes to the theatre alone 
with a young man. 
There must bo a 
chaperono along. 
Sometimes, how- 
ever, two young pairs are permitted 
to go by themselveü, 
The Creole girl 
never takes supper with her escort af- 
ter having been to tho theatre. 


When who goes to the opera she 
goes with her parents, and ui their 
carriage. 
If a young man goes with 
her it is as her guebt. 


The Creole girl does not dress ac- 
cording to the style of the New York 
girl, 
Sho has a style of her own, 
which is modified from jear to year to 
conform to prevailing iashione, that is 
better suited to her thau the Btyies 
which prevail in the 
North,—New 
York 
San.

"We cook our food tu render it more 
agreeable to our sense of taste and 
smell.

A fourth reason for cooking food is 
that the warmth which is thus impart- 
ed promotes digestion by caufting an 
increased fiow of blood to the diges- 
tive apparatus, and hence a moro cop- 
ious Bocrotion of tlie digestive iluids. 
Finally, cooking destroys auy parasites 
that may be present in the food. 
Of 
these trichinae in jjork andlhe scoles, 
or encysted head of tho tapeworm, in 
what ia known as measly beef, are the 
most common.— New York Advertiser.

comes alojw with a scow in tow. 
On 
the scow i B crane. 
Chains from tho 
crane are9tched onto the net, which, 
is below tho iDound, ond some thou- 
sands of strong, free fish, who had an 
hour ago the whole sea to swim in^ 
are drawn up to the surface and lavllfid 
out in ecoop nets, knocked on tho 
head, thrown on the scow and carried 
off to the American canneries at Point 
Roberts, where thoy go through a 
sausage maohine and become *'canned, 
salmon." 


These canneries are taking (July,. 
1895,) 30,000 sock-eyes per diem. But 
some escape. 
Either they swim wide 
of tho bay, or by luck escape 
the 
* 'leads" which guido them to 
tho 
"pound," and find themselves at last; 
near their goal.' All around them is 
blue water, cleai and cold. 
In front 
of them is a well-marked band of vel- 
low water, thick, stale and 
warm, 
through which they blunder like Lon- 
doners through a fog. 


Above them are two or three thou- 
sand white-sailed fishing boats; in the 
dim water fioafc 400 miles or more of 
gill nets; on the river's banks are 
thirty-two great canneries, with ma- 
chinery in each for turning from lOOD 
to 2000 fish per diem into "canned! 
goods,"—Temple Bar. 


(üiYiiig the Doctors Riglit of Wny. 


Over 800 physicians in Chicago have 
already taken advantage of an ordi- 
nance passed by tho council a few 
weeks ago giving them the right of 
way on tho streets and ovei bridges, 
ahead of processions, parades, fire linea 
and other obstructions that usualiv 
V 


stop their ordinary traffic. Each of 
the physicians applying has been fur- 
nished with a badge and a special per- 
mit, which entitle him to tho privi- 
leges of the ordinance and demonstrates, 
his authority. 


The badge is a very pretty affair^ 
about the size of a quarter, and ia 
made of German silver in the form of 
a circle three-sixteenths of an inch 
wide, arouud a red cross in the center. 
The cross is of red enamel and the cir- 
cle of white. 


The ordinance also applies to ambu- 
lances and is made to include all phy- 
sicians driving in answer to profess- 
ional call.«, to fires or accidents. 
It is- 
designed to afford relief as quickly aa 
possible to people who require the ser- 
vices of a physician. 
The permits,, 
signed by the Mayor and City Clerk» 
and the badges are iesu'ed from the 
City Clerk's ofllcö on payment of a 
fifty cent fee. 
The ordinance has been 
effective about one month, and tho 
number of doctors using the privileges 
granted them will soon reach 1000, 
demonstrating the popularity of tho 
ordinance and its provisions.— Chicago 
Chronicle.

When in need ot a soft, springy fill- 
ing for oushions, head rests and sofa 
pillows use wool sheared from livo 
, sheep. 
"Pulled" wool, like that taken 
I from ft dead sheep, is not so good, as 
it lacks ft brightness and lightness 
that the livo wool seems to possess. 
Wash tho wool in three or moro 
waters, und have chem quite soapy 
and warm, 
It will dry quicker and be 
whiter if it is pulled out in handfuls, 
and put through tho olothes-wringer, 
a handful at a time. 
Do not rinse it, 
but let the last water be a warm suds, 
but 
not 
so 
strong 
as 
the 
first. 
Spread out on a sheet and it will soon 
dry. 


After it has dried, it 
should 
bo 
"picked," which is takiug up a small 
bunch at a time and picking out any 
particles of grass or trash and burrs 
that may be in it. Then pull and pick 
it apart, leaving it white and fluOfy. 


Wool thus prepared makes the light- 
est and springiest of cushions, and a 
few pounds of it spread thickly and 
evenly, and tacked closely between a 
covering of cheese cloth, or the light- 
est of muslin, makes an almost perfect 
mattress for a child's bed. 
It can bo 
ripped apart, and the wool washed and 
picked apart, as often as the outside 
covering becomes soiled.

USING UP ODD fíOKAP3. 


The experienced cook understands 
well the art of converting the left- 
over bits into tempting dishes. 


Good scraps, whether of meat, ce- 
reals or vegetables, she never throws 
away. 
She even saves the egg-shells, 
using them to clear soup, coffee or 
jelly. 


Cold rice, 
for 
instance, 
can be 
served a^ain in many appetizing ways. 
Mixed with minced meat 
and egg, 
then cooked like an omelet, it makes 
an excellent breakfast dish, and rice 
croquettes, 
which aro easily 
ma.ie 
from cold rice, are an addition to any 
dinner. 


Small amounts of vegetables left 
over may be u'sed in a variety of ways. 
They add to the flavor of any clear 
soup or mixed together can be served 
as a salad. 
Cauliflower, broken into 
flowerets and covered with a well-made 
cream sauce, and then sprinkled with 
grated cheese, is one ot the favorito 
ways in many households of serving 
this vegetable. 


To the good cook stale cako has 
many possibilities. 
If the cake is in 
a layer, a delicious dessert may be 
made by covering ib with 
crushed 
fresh strawberries and whipped cream. 
Slices ot stale cake make a good des- 
B&rt, if first moistened with sherry and 
then covered with custard. 


Pine cones are another 
delicious 
dessert made from stalo cake. 


To make them, cut slices of the cake 
into circles, then moisfen them. Chop 
some fresh pineapple into small pieces 
and pile it on the cakes. With a knife 
press each one into the form of a small 
pyramid. 
Place them in a shallow 
tin, close together, but not touchinji. 
Put the pineapple liquor in a sauce- 
pan and thicken it with 
arrowroot 
which has first been wet with water, 
using 
a teaspoonful to a cupful of 
liquor. 
Let this cook until the ar- 
rowroot becomes dear and begins to 
stiffen; then pour it slowly over the 
cones. It will cover them with a jelly. 
When cold trim them carefully, so 
the base of each one ^ill be round 
and then serva.—New York Journal.

Tomato Sauce—One-half con toma- 
toes, one cup water in which has been 
been dissolved onetablespoonful corn- 
starch, one tablespoonful butter, one- 
half teaspoonful salt. Stir all together 
and simmer ten minutes, stirring of- 
ten. 


Prune Souffle—To one cup stewed 
prunes, stoned and chopped, add one- 
half cup sugar and the whites of three 
eggs beaten stiff. 
Mix well. Sprinkle 
one teaspoonful of sugar over the top 
and bake ten minutes. 
Servo with a 
sauce made of one cup whipped cream, 
one and one-half teaspoonfuls sugar 
and 
one-half 
teaspoonful 
vanilla, 
whipped thoroughly together. 


Bacahout 
des Arabes—One 
tea- 
spoonful grated chocolate, two table- 
spoonfuls rice fiour, one-half table- 
spoonful of arrowroot, one tablespoon- 
ful powdered sugar. 
Thoroughly mix 
and rub these materials together. Take 
two scant tablespoonfuls of the mix- 
ture and wet with one cup water. Stir 
slowly into one quart of hot milk and 
boil five minutes. 
Very healthful and 
nutritious. 
There is enough of the 
mixture for two days. 


Boast Fillet of Veal—Get a thick 
piece of veal from the upper part of 
the leg and have the boue removed. 
Pill the cavity with a stuihng made of 
one cup of bread crumbs moistened 
with one-half cup of water, one-third 
of a oui> of melted butter, one-fourth 
teaspoonful of salt, one-half saltspoon* 
ful of pepper and one-half teaspoonful 
of powdered thyme. 
Tie into a round 
shape. 
Dredge with salt, pepper and 
fiuur.

MAXAQEMENT OF ORCHAKUS, 


Fruit growing has in this country 
been tóo generally made a side issue 
by farmers, who have given most of 
their time, thought and fertilizer to 
other crops that have not half tho pos- 
sibilities that fruit growing has. 
Oc- 
casionally the 
conditions for large 
crops of fruit are all right, and every- 
body has a large crop, usually making 
the orchard pay far moro than all the 
farm besides. 
It is at such times as 
these that farmers see what fruit grow 
ing may be made to yield. 
What is 
needed for ihis result is that more 
farmers go into fruit growing as an 
exclusive business, or only combined 
with such other branches of farming 
as can be subordinated to it. 
When 
this is done and the orchard is man 
aged after business methods it will be 
made to pay, and not before. 
It 
ought not to bo thought any more 
risky to speud a hundred or thousand 
dollars to supply the orchard with 
needed fertilizers than it is to use the 
same amount of money to buy feed for 
cows, horses and other stock. 
It is 
the habit of thinking that the orchard 
produces wholly by the aid of nature 
that makes farmers regard its treat- 
ment differently from other 
crops. 
They buy fertilizers for grain and also 
for hoed crops, and find that thispays 
them. 
They will find that it pays 
still better to buy fertilizers for the 
orchard, whose crop is much more val- 
uable.—American Cultivator,

So much is written nowadays about 
tho advantage of giving pigs a clover 
pasture that some may think that this 
oan be made an exclusive feed. 
Noth- 
ing is further from tho truth. 
The 
fact that very young clover is innu- 
tritions can be tested by turning 
either pigs or any other stock into a 
clover field early in the season. Very 
little of the clover will be eaten, and 
the stock will eat around the field in 
the corners of fences tho grass that 
grows on old sod until it is bare to the 
ground before they will touch the 
clover. The truth is that clover is very 
poor feed until 
it has 
progressed 
toward maturity far enough to blos- 
som, 
Even then hogs will only eat it 
by biting off the blossoms and leaving 
the stalks. 
The stomach of the hogjis 
not large, and even the best of clover 
cannot be eaten in large enough quan- 
tities to moro than keep it in store con 
dition. 
The best use of clover for 
hogs is not as pasture in summer, but 
to feed cut fine in winter as a means 
of difctending the exclusive grain diet 
which hogs in winter too generally re- 
ceive. 
Cut clover 
hay in 
small 
amounts daily will be greedily eaten 
by hoga that are being fattened on 
corn. The clover is more nitrogenous 
than is the corn, and it therefore 
makes a more balanced ration, besides 
by its bulkmess making all tho food 
more easy to digest.—Boston Culti- 
vator,

Too many people are guided in the 
choice of a Lutter cow solely by tho 
breed. 
The idea is generally preva- 
lent that a Jersey or a Guernsey must 
of necessity be far superior to other 
cows as a butter producer. 
A greater 
mistake was never made. 
Individual 
and even average performances of cows 
of theso breeds are undoubtedly very 
high, so that their reputation for but- 
ter fat is deserved; but there are num- 
erous degenerate specimens of these 
breeds which are often inferior to the 
despised scrub. 
This trouble is large- 
ly due to trusting to report 
rather 
than to ijerformance. 
The only reli- 
able method of determining merit is 
by actual tost. 
The next best way, 
and the only one to be generally em- 
jdoyed when purchasing stock, is ap- 
pearance. 


In buying dairy cows there are cer- 
tain features to be looked for, as they 
are a pretty accurate guide to the real 
value of the animal, 
It has been 
proved many times that the produc- 
tive capacity of a cow depends more 
upon typo and conformation than upon 
size and breed, 
Theso outward and 
Visible pigns of butter-making to be 
looked for are, in the order of thoir 
value: 
1, Long, broad, deep, elastic 
udder, extending well forward and up 
behinc), with large, tortuous milK 
veins, abundant on the udder and 
large orifices where they enter 
the 
body, 
2, The skin soft, elastic and 
melJow, hair plentiful and silky, and 
the skin a rich yellow color. 
3, The 
body should be large, broad and deep, 
medium in length, with firm muscles 
in abdomen, tho loins broad, with 
long rumps and clean hips. Tho triple, 
wedge-shape formation essential in a 
dairy animal implies increasing width 
from tho wethers downward, increas- 
ing width towards the rear parts, de- 
creasing width from top of the hind- 
quarters downward.

and decidQ|i, as she had always been 
successful in raising plants, to see if 
she could not arrange with a city 
florist to supply him with a portion of 
the cut flowers he used. 


The llorist to whom she applied was 
glad to enter into the arrangement, 
and she began early last spring send- 
ing him violets, following a little later 
With jonquils, hyacinths, then roses, 
and in tho fall chrysanthemums. 
Sho 
always had given somo time to her 
plants, and felt that sho was amply re- 
paid in tho pleasure and the mental 
and physical recreation she got from 
tbo work; now sho gives a little more 
time, and in addition to tho pleasuro 
and recreation, has a solid 
financial 
remuneration that is to help send her 
two daughters to school without mort- 
gaging tho farm, 


1 have often wondered why women 
who live in or within easy reach of 
large cities do not give more attention 
to raising plants, the blooms ol which 
would find a place in the 
markets. 
Take violets, for instance; they al- 
ways command a good price, and they 
are easy of culture. 
Much of tho time 
many women waste in bemoaning "the 
hard times" could be protitably spent 
in attending to a home flower garden. 


Persistence, patience and persever- 
ance are the three P's that spell suc- 
cess in the home culture of 
flowers. 
If you have never tried flower raising 
you may expect to meet many failures; 
professional florists do not always suc- 
ceed and we hear enough about 
poor 
crops from our friends the farmers. 
Why then should wo expect every seed 
we put in tbo (^ground to grow? 
Of 
course, we must expect failures, and 
it is in overcoming them in studying . 
the nature, the habits and the require- 
ments of different plants, that half the 
pleasure of floriculture lies. 
The wise 
beginner will read the 
floriculture 
page of a good magazine, will talk to 
her friends and will confine her efforts 
at first to some of the standard plants, 
whose habits are well known and easily 
learned. 


In growing plants for the homo, do 
not neglect to supply liberally such aa 
will provide blossoms for decoration 
of tho table. 
A few flowers do won- 
ders in brightening, not only the ap- 
pearance of the table, but the spirits 
of everyone around the board as well. 
Every lover of nature rejoices that 
those stiff, artificial set pieces that we 
were used to seeing in the centre of 
the dining table havo entirely 
gon« 
out of fashion, and now tho most 
natural arrangement possible is sought 
after. Only one, or at most, two kinds 
of flowers are used at a time in table 
decorations, and as far as possible 
foliage of the plants is used with the 
flowers. 
Nature doesn't make many 
mistakes, and tho artist has not yet 
been born who can improve upon her 
arrangement of bud and leaf,

At the mention 
of the governor's name 
tho 
audience 
cheorcd enthusiastically. In couclusion he 
said that Governor Altgold must bo tho 
Democratic candidate. 
With him tho 
party would sweep tho state next fall. 
Without him defeat was almost certain. 


As he ended, and said he placed in 
nomination John P. Altgeld, tho delegates 
i^nd every one else in the hall arose and for 
Hvo minutes tliero was an uproar. 
There 
was a motion that Altgeld bo nominated 
by a rising vote, and every delegate arose. 
Tho audience went wild with 
delight 
when the enthusiastic uproar subsided 
and tho chairman declared the governor 
' to bo tho nominee. 


It was a strange convention, and will 
not soon bo forgotten. 
It was in session 
only a little over live hours. Nearly all 
tho candidates wore nominated by accla- 
mation. 
There ^vas no strife. Thuro were 
no acrimonious speeches Giive those directed 
aigainst tho enemy. 


Tho convention, as had been predicted, 
came out strongly for free sliver, and so 
Instructed its delegiitos-at-large to the 
national convention. 
The platform was 
i^imost diametrically opposite in all its 
parts to that of the Republican party, and 
the 1,060 delegates voted unanimously for 
1(8 adoption^
